Thus to de⸗ 
fend the weakeſt; Thus to maintaine the poꝛeſt, This 
is the very ablenes, and the moſt true power a man 
can haue giuen of Cod, Eos defender qus nihhil po ſſunt: 
Lo defend them from the rigour ok. diſtreſſe 4 extrea⸗ 
mitie, who are leaſt able to reſiſt neceſitie.Dh godnes 
fruely god, ſurely great in him, Bencfacere ine merits 
remuneratianis, & abſque ſpe omns ret ributionis. To doe 
god, (pea and ſo much god, without all deſert of theirs 
that might call foꝛ reward at his hands, o2 without 
hope of his, to receiue recompence at theirs. But his 
hearts loue to God (which being true loue, is the very 
deſire, & delight in doing his tommandements) con⸗ 
ſtrained and vꝛged him (oh * conſtraint ⁊ happie 
* violence) 
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violence) to doe all the god he hath done. This ver⸗ 
tuous man knowing theſe pee aged and impotent 
men, to be leaſt able to helpe themſelues, dealt with 
them, as lacob did with Ephiaim, of whom we read 
thus: That when loſcph had ſet his two ſonnes, Ma- 
natlah, and Ephraim, the elder on his right hand, and 
the younger on his left, foꝛ his father to lay his right⸗ 
hand on the head ofthe elder, and giue him the pꝛin⸗ 
cipall bleſſing, Iacob, beyond the expectation of lo- 
ſe ph, troſſed his Axmes, laying his right hand on the 


pounger, and his left hand on the elder, being led 


thereunto by a fo2efight of things to come, that 
was clerrer and better, then was his inſight into 
any thing pꝛeſent. 

Do this moſt godly father, being pꝛeſented by the 
wozld, both with rich and poꝛe, The rich at the 
right hand, (euen his able friends and kindzed) and 
the poꝛe at the left (euen aged perſons, and impo⸗ 
tent widowes) he beyond the expectation (becauſe 
beſide the cuſtome of the wozld) crofled his armes (as 
it were) of abilitie laying his right hand of bounte⸗ 
ous liberalitie on the pw2ze,and giuing them his pꝛin⸗ 
cipall bleſſing, But his left hand of gratuitie, on 
his well able kindzed, and friends: the fozeſight of 
his Soule (illuminated by dintneinſpiration) being 
cleerer to behold future things, then were the eyes of 
his humane reaſon to behold things pꝛeſent.

They from whome 
God had taken the helpe of their Huſbandes, be⸗ 
ing left in care and ſoꝛrowe foꝛ their loſſe, and in di⸗ 
ſtreſſe fo2 want of maintenance, were often enfoꝛced 
with teares to lament their miſerable eſfate,fozſaken 
of Frionds, and thzough pouertie deſpiſed of kinred. 
Whey had no abilitie to helge themſelues t olde age 
denied the ſtrength of bodp, to labour fo2 their lining. 

In this extremitie they were comfoꝛtles, ſauing in 
the hope they had of Heauen, andCelettiall iopes, of- 
te wiſhing it would pleaſe God by ending their liues, 
to giue end to their miſeries But as the Lo2de neuer 
foꝛſaketh ſuch as truſt in him; So in his ged time, he 
pꝛouided meanes foz their ſuccour, ſtyꝛring vppe the 
heart of this his deere Sernanf, to regard them with 
compaſſionate affedtion; and to ſtretch out his merci⸗ 
ful hands, to ſuccour their bodies beaten with ſozrow. 
God bleſſed them by his earthly giftes, whome he had 
bleſſes by his heauenly Graces ; By his handes hath 
theLo2d wip't away their teares, and bzeathed newe 
life into their hearts laden with griefes. 

The loue of lonathan neuer moꝛe appeared to his 
deare friend Dauid, then his loue hath bene manifeſted 
to CHRIST. poꝛe members; Wherefoze it may be 
ſaide of him, that the candle of his Faith was not hid 
vnder a Buſhell, but hath burned moſt bꝛight, to the 
god example ofothers. Me like a true Steward, hath 
perfo2med his dutie; Hee hath noucifhed Children; 
Hce hath lodged the Harbourleſſe; Hee hath giuen 
comfort to the ſuccourleſſe; Hee hath miniſtred to 
them that were in aduerſitie; and continually giuen 


to euerꝑ god wozks. It reſteth now that theſe *

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ſed perſons doe peelde rontinuall pꝛaiſe to G0 D, foz 
ſo gratious a Benefactoꝛ; 4 daily pzay that the num⸗ 
ber map be increaſed, that the poze map be reſpected of 
thoſe that are honoꝛed in the Gates, and the crie ofthe 
needie may ceaſe in the ſtretes. And to the ende that 
this charitable derde may not be thought vnwoꝛthilie 
beſtowed vpon them who are now relieued, that befoze 
were diſtreſſed, It is expedient they ſhould ſo behaue 
thẽſelues in their actiõs, as God thereby may be gloꝛi⸗ 
ſied, & others by their exãple, bꝛought fro vice to vertue. 
Their mindes that befo2e were clogged w care, wan⸗ 
ting which was neceſſarp by which they were made 
vnapt, either in outward action, oꝛ inward thought, to 
ſerue their God; is now freed from that heauy burden, 
by the woꝛks of this reuerend citizen. So as they haue 
now no let, but as the Plal aut ſaith, To ſet their deligbt 
in the Lam ef the Lard, & to exerciſe themſelues therein all 
the dayet of their life.

He may you behold the further care of this 
vertuous man, in his continued derdes of cha⸗ 
ritie in his life time, and a little befoze his death, 
extended to the comfoꝛt of diſtrefſed pꝛiſoners: who 
if euer men had cauſe to magniſie the Maieſtie of 
God foꝛ his gifts beſtowed by the hands of his ſer⸗ 
uants: Then map not they be baſhfull to ſpeake, o2 
bury in lilence the bountifull lauour of ſo god a Be⸗ 
nefactoꝛ, who thꝛough his charitie hath not orelp 
relicued them being in p2iſon, but hath alſo loſed 
the lockes of the pꝛiſon dozes, and made the bolts 
fe open by his bountie. 
They whole debters made them captiues, and 
caſt them into loathſome pꝛiſon, where the bozdes 
were their beds, where the p:ofpect was but Jron 


grate, and the ſweteft apze inſectious ſmell, at length 


by his meanes found eaſe of theirertremities, - 

Oh that hard hearted people would be but moned 
(as this god man was) to enter into a charitablecons 
ſideration of the extremitie of Þziſons, and the di⸗ 
ſcreſſed eſtate of Pꝛiſoners. 

They heare nothing there but mones, noz hane 
ſight of any other thing but miſerie: Their miles 
choakt with fighes, and _ mirth ouercome with 
mour⸗ 
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mouzning : carefull complaints are their communt- 

cation, Dppzeſſion and extreame dealing, ts the tale 
they tell of, and euery one knowes better how to 
declare his griefe, then which way to redꝛeſle if. 
Fraude, deceit, and faithles friends, bꝛing molt 
men in, and hardnes of heart, crueltie and lacke 
of mercie keepe them there, where many moneths to⸗ 
gether they leede on the bꝛead of affliction, and dꝛinke 
the water of ſozrow. 

Let no man ſpeake of extremitie, that hath not 
knowne Captiuitie, noꝛ bꝛag of friendſhip x friends, 
till he haue bene bolted in pꝛiſon: This is the fire 
that purgeth the gold from the dꝛoſſe, and the touch⸗ 
ſfone to trie a faithfull friend from a fawning ftatte- 
rer: There dwelles the melancholy Muſes of ſad 
petitions, who like Briarius with an hundꝛed eyes 
weite ſwiftly, but the meengers that carrie them, 
may be ſitly compared to leaden held Saturous, that 
finiſhes his courſe but once in thirtie peares: Thus 
the poꝛe mans thoughts which runne as ſwift as 
Pegaſus, erpecting an anſwere, doe in vainemakea 
thouſand long lokes out of the yzon grate to ſ& the 
backe returne of this low wo2me: At which time if 
—— comes to paſſe, that his hopes are vtterlꝑ fru⸗ 

rate. 

Then ſends he fo2 his bꝛethꝛen, and they loke 
big; fo: his kindzed and they will not know him; 
fo2 his friends, and they will not come at him; but 
with cop lokes, and (co2nefull termes they all foz- 
ſake him, and no man pitt.es his afflictions. 

Flintie hearted Crevitoꝛs haue thzeafened to make 
dice of phꝛe mens bonos, but they would be paide, and 
the while their poꝛe wines, and ſuccourles childꝛen, 
haue bene readie to ſtarue at home. But in the 
middeſt of all this miſerie, when hope of helpe 
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hath beene paſt and nothing lokt foz, but continnall 
calamitie; Then hath the Loꝛd by his ſeruant ſent 
helpe, as he did to Die in the Urons denne, and to 
beten being in pꝛiſon. This elec leiuant did not onely 
like Abacuck, fede the hungrie Capttue, but like the 
bieſſed Angell of God he hath alſo taken by the hand, 
and bꝛought fo2th the p ee, and miſerable P2iſoner, 
paid his debt, and ſet hun free. Yereby they haue en⸗ 
ioped the ſwate blelling of ibertie, and biene cl&red 
of that crueltie, which they were latelp befoze afflicted 
with. 

God increaſe the number ot ſuch charitable men, 
and ſoften the flintie hearts of cruell oppꝛeſſoꝛs: Be⸗ 
foꝛe whole eyes this wozthite man hath ſet an euer⸗ 
laſting pꝛeſident: Aſwell to be continued in theſe pla⸗ 
ces foʒ euer: As by his godly gift at Eaſter laſt, being 
but th2& werkes befoze his deceaſe, who gaue to each 
of the pꝛiſons afoꝛe named o. pound a pte to be diſ⸗ 


poſed of, either to the poꝛe pꝛiſoners reliefe, 02 en- 
largement. 


Of his Charitie to poore young be- 
ginners of the Company of Marchant- 
faylcurs. 


A8 he was generally well diſpoſed towards all, 
So was he eſpecially vnto the company; Into 


which he was wozthily incoꝛpozate: And in his 


many god derdes towards them (as in a Chziſtall 
glafſe) vou may behold his godly care to phꝛe young 
people of that Societie: who not foꝛgetting ſuch as 


haue bene newly made fre, t haus biene beginning to 
trade in their pꝛofeſſions, to helpe them foꝛward in the 


wozld (making them goe Þ were ſcarce able to crepe) 
and to further them in ſo laudable an action, hath alſo 


ſtretehed 
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ſtretched fozth his bountifull hand towards their re- 
liefe ; | 

Thoſe who in their beginnings , haue not beene 
able to enfconce them ſelues againſt pouettie, (reſting 
in the fears of 60, on his pꝛouidente foz their pꝛe⸗ 
ferment) his heart hath the Loꝛde ſtirred vp to helpe, 
and to regard their want, and relieue their neceſſities; 
Hee like a kinds Father, hath pꝛouided poztions foz 
them, and hath not let them paſſe into the wozlde 
without ſome gifts from his bountifull hand: thaf 
they might thereby, (either the better p2ofitethem- 
ſelues, oz otherwiſe pꝛouide fo2 their neceſſarie im⸗ 
ployements : Following the example of CH#17ST, 
at the marriage of Canaan: where ſeing their neede, 
hee ſhewed his firſt myꝛacle , by turning water into 
Wine; Thar gifte is [mall that doeth no good, ana the 
good mill wer y ſle nder that deſerues no thankes. 

As the young Dainſells and Paydens of leruſa- 
lem ſung the pꝛaiſes of Ring David foz his de&des: 
Do may the Poung men of this companie, ſing in the 
commendations of this god mans Charifie ; Foz by 
his meanes haue their Pꝛeferments beene furthe- 
red: , aud their weake eſtates and conditions often 
raiſed. | 

And as it was (aide to the Gouernour of the Fealk, 
Thou baſt kept the beſt Wing til note; So map theſe 
ycung beginners ſay; 

The belt gifte came nottill now ; 

Fo2 which benefife, they are to yg&lde vnto 60D 

due thankes, and continuall glozte. 
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Of his bountic to the Priſoners of Nen. gate, 
and his prouiſion for the Tolling of the 
Bell, at S. Sepulchers, for condemn'd per- 
ſons, which gifte is to continue for euer. 


"A i Ceing the Pꝛapers e teares of the 
ner dy doepearcethe Heanens,and 
that toſephs afflictons are regar⸗ 
ded of GOD, why ſhould J not ſet 
downe theſe poꝛe mens miſeries, 
©! E magnifie Gods mercies, which 
doe comfo2t them in the ſame. © 
The w2eiched and Fo2lozne 
men, koꝛſaken of the world, and deſpiſed of themul- 
titude; who with hungrie bellies haue bene caſt into 
Paiſon, without either money oz Friendes to helpe 
them, haue not bene lekt deſtitute in their extremities, 
but pꝛouided fo2, beyond deſerts oꝛ expectation, 

Among many Faithfull ſeruants of CHRIST. 
pittying the Pwze, they haue not beene leaſt bounde 
fo this their godlie Benelactoꝛ foꝛ their reliefe, who 
hath bountifully fedde CHRIST, (in his Members.) 
Mis cherefulnes in giuing, hath from time to time, 
made well knowne, that hee was beloued of G0 D, 
wholoneth a cherefull giner, 

The Harueſt of his happines ſhall be moſt plenti- 
fall, becanſe hee hath not ſowne his ſeede ſparingly, 
but hath beene made rich vnto all Liberalitie: which 
hath cauſed in many poꝛe people a continuall thankſ- 
giuing vnto the ALA7IGCHTIE. 

Dh happie man, Dh Yeanenly Doue; ſo may 
we call him and ſo ſhall hee finde, taking part in the 
firſt Reſurrection : Foz, Bleſſed are they that conſider 
the poore and needie: the Lorde ſhall deliuer them 

in 
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in the day of Trouble. 

He fedde theſe men in Pꝛiſon, and gaue theme em⸗ 
koꝛt in their derpeſt diltrefſe 3 But the Loꝛd ſhall de⸗ 
liner him out ok the Jawes of Hell, and his ſoule ſhall 
be filled with gladnes. 

Ahafuerus Feaſted the Painces of Perſia, and had 
much pꝛaiſe of men foz the ſame ; But Marie and 
Martha Feaſting C H.R/ST, were bleſſed of 60 
fo2 euer. Manie make Banquets , but the poꝛe 
haue no part in them. 

So did Holofcrnes foz Tudichs ſake, but periſhed 
in his excelle. The rich Glutton fared daintilieeuery 
dap, while th: poze man died at his gate, foꝛ want of 
fode, Couetouſneſſe would ſuffer him fo giue no- 
thing, like churliſh Naball, and Vnmercitulneſſe, 
thaewe him headlong to Hell. 

Pittie, and tender Compaſſion, doe declare the 
Childꝛen ot men to be the Sonnes of God, who doth 
admonich them thereunto; ſaping: Bee you mer- 
cifull, as your heaueniy Father is mercifull. Herein 
is God pleaſed, and his Maieſtie honoured, bp doing 
and ſhewing the true markes ok his dere Childꝛen. 

This ſtirred vp Maiſter Doue: in the godly remem⸗ 
bꝛance hereof, not only in his lite time to relieue theſe 
diſtreſſed perſons, by his manie continued deedes of 
Charitie, but to leaue a wozthy commemozation ofhis 
Religious intention „ to rematite fo2 euer after his 

death, by the gilte ok Fiftlepounds, to bee employed 
in the perpetuall behwfe of ſuch as Hall be condem⸗ 
ned to die. That is, in hauing the great Bell at 
Sajpt Sepuichers Church without New. gate, ts be 
Lolied (on euery Execution dap,) till the condem⸗ 
ned P2iſaners haue ſuffered death; and alſo a ſmall 
Hande Bell, to bee Nung at Midnight, önder 


And 
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And the next mo2ning, at the Church-wall; To put 
them in minde of their moztalitte' ; with a Pzayer 
to be aide touching their ſaluation. 2 

Oh admirable Deuotion, and woꝛthie to be recoz- 
ded in the Ponuments of Antiquitie; who whether 
he liued oz died, gaue maintenante by hisbountie, 
that this ſhould continue foꝛ euer: ſoꝛ the comfozt of 

them, and all ſucceeding them. a 

Dh what a vertuous man was this? whoſe care 
was not onelp to pꝛeſerue their bodies from fainting, 
by miniſtring o2dinary ſupplie ot ſuſtenante, but to 
giue them ſpirituall fode; and to awake their lepie 

_ from ſecuritie, to ſaue their ſoules from peri⸗ 

ing. | 


Of the maintenance giuen by him vnto cer- 
taine Scholiers, in Saint lohn Bapiift Col- 
ledge in Oxford. 


Eides the many mem̃oꝛable deds 
Mok Deuotion which he did to poꝛe 
aged men, to comfo2tleswidowes, 
>a), fo delfifute and ne&die yong-4nen, 
SY) Q fo diſtreſſed Pꝛiſoners, and fo dt- 
= ners others, (vet vnknowne, ) in 
(karre larger meaſure then my In⸗ 
. ſitructions haue hitherto ledde me 
vnto; Me was alſoacharitable and tarefull Patron 
to poꝛe Schollers, where the abilitie of their owne 
Friendes was not able to reach to peelde them exhibi⸗ 
tion. And (beũdes Iuhat he had foꝛmerly done vnto 
then) he gaue an hundꝛeth pounds at Eaffer laff,and 
a Latine Bible, witten in patchment, to certains 
Schollers, in 8. lohn Baptiſts Colledge in Oxforde, 
fo2 their maintenance and vſe, and foz their further 
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pꝛeferment in learning (the high way to honoꝛ:) Dh 
happie Schollers, boꝛne in ſuch a time, where bountte 
and vertue calleth you to promotion. Spend not 
therefoze pꝛetious time idelp, noꝛ withdꝛawe pour 
ſelues from the happines of pour future hopes. Now 
is a golden treaſurie opened vato you, which karre 
ſurmounteth Cræſus Wealth, make pour ſelfe rich in 
learuing, and honoꝛ ſhall be your reward. This your 
god Wenefacto2 hath loaden you with better treaſure 
then gold, ſiluer, oꝛ pꝛetious ones, which are ſubiec 
to many caſualties, gottẽ with griefe, kept with care, 
and loft with a thouſand ſoꝛrowes. Theſe riches are 
ſeldome poſſeſſed in peace, but are the cauſe many 
times of cruell murthers, thefts, and an hundzed 
deadly daungers ofbody, and often pꝛoue the deſtruc- 
tion of the Boule: But learning ſhall whileſt you 
line euer laſt, and remaine with you : No theefe ſhall 
be able (leauing your life) to robbe you of this treas 
ſure. Yad king P:iamus ſent his Sonne Polidorus 
with no other freaſure to his ſuppoſed friends: The 
young P2ince had neuer felt the foꝛce of inhumaine 
murther and crueltie, noꝛ his Parents had cauſe to 
lamept ſo grieuous a miſchance, with ſo many'ſ02- 
rowfull and bitter teares. Therefoze be grerdie to 
gaine learning, andknowledge, be earneſt, and care- 
full fo purchaſe wiſedome, the which ſhall crowne 
you with honoꝛ in the daies of your perfection, and 
raiſepon fo the high Seate of dignitie. Imbꝛate this 
benefit with gladnes, and pꝛaiſe God fo2 him that 
gaue furtherance vnto it. 6 
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Ofthe bountie and charitie of Maiſter Doues 
to the Schoolemaiſtet and Schollers of 
Chritts Hot pitall in London. 


Uer many Orphanes t poꝛe childꝛen, did he be- 

come a catefull father ſtanding inſtead of their 

owne naturali Parents, in atloꝛding meanes to 
haue tem trained vp in the exerciſe of god letters, to 
bang them to pꝛeferment, and to keepe then from the 
ſnares of Jdlenes (the oath to perdition) hath in ten⸗ 
der regard of their god, and the Commonwealths be⸗ 
nefit, giuen furtherace to y Schwlemaiſter of Chaiſts 
Hoſpitall, to nouriſh them in the knowledge of the la⸗ 
tine tongue, and ſuch as are not capable thereof, to be 
inſtructed in wert ing, and caſting account, and to be 
placed and pꝛeferred to ſeuerall trades and myſteries, 
wherby they may grow in time to be happie members 
ofthis honoꝛable citie. Dh pee childꝛen, carrie thank⸗ 
full mindes, firſt to God fo2 his godnes in pꝛeferring 
you hereunto, and next vnto ſuch Benefacto2s, as 
haue ſo charitably pꝛouided to inſtrud vou. Though 
his bountie ſhall you be trained vp, eit her in the latine 
tõgue, that you may pꝛocœd vnto further knowledge, 
0 in wꝛiting, that vou map be able to ſet downe that 
w pour penne, which your memoꝛie is by no meanes 
able to pꝛeſerue. And whether vou be in pꝛiſon reſtrai⸗ 
ned from libertie, oꝛ ſeparated by the Sea, from the 
ſight of vour countrey, by your penne you may helpe 
your ſelues in the one, and ſatiſfie your ſelues in the 
other. What honoꝛs you may attaine vnto hy lear⸗ 


ning, oꝛ what god you may come to by hand. wziting, 


you are not able to tonteiue, befoꝛe you haue made ex⸗ 
perience ot it. By the one you may be both beatiſied, 
and beautified with all p inward graces ofthe minde, 
by the other, you might ſpeake, if you had loſt your 
tongues 
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tongues by tyꝛannie, as many did in the blody dates 
of Diocleſian: Oz did your legges faile you, oz wers 
you made cripples by the warres,(as Scipio was) yet 
your wꝛiting might get your liuings, and pzocure 
both rapment foz the backe, and fode foz the belly : 
were your mindes troubled and vered, and that your 
memozies were as weake,as Meſalais bzaine was fe- 
ble, pet the pꝛopertie of your penne might ſerue to 
helpe you in b imperfection. Wherefoze it is no ſmall 
benefit beſtowed vpon you (oh ver childꝛen) that may 
be inriched with ſo excellent a qualitic,onely by vſing 
diligeace without any charge to your Parents. 

Foz this cauſe ſuffer not occaſion to ouerſlip you, 
but take hold of her foꝛe· top, leaſt neglecting miete op⸗ 
poꝛtunitie, you afterward ſnatch in vaine at her bald 
hinder part, and ſo with griefe, and repentance, be⸗ 
waile the loſſe of that which can neuer after be reco⸗ 
uered, accoꝛding to that of the Poct,

of ſome other his ſeuerall bounties. 


Bentes many other places that can veeld a plenti⸗ 
full teſtimonie fo him in his behalſe, and make a 

_ rondigne Relation of his god wozkes, we may 
not here foꝛget the religious care, and pꝛouident oꝛder 
which he toke in his lile time fo2 the reliefe and ſuc⸗ 
cour of the pw2e people of Briſtowe: Who hearing 
that the ſame citie was fallen into ſome decay, and 
pouertie, ont ofa fæling remoꝛſe, and charitable ins 
tlination he had to yeld helpe totheirdeiecions,frely 
beſtowed vpon theſamecitie, the ſumme of one hun⸗ 
dzeth pounds, D 2 As 
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As his bountie was great towards this Citie, fo 
were his hands euerp where reached out to the ne- 
teſſities ot all ſoꝛtes. Pea ſuch was his charitie, that 
if he had ſeene poꝛe men addicted to labour, he would 
ſer them on wozke, and tauſe them to be imploped to 
their better furtherance, and encouragement. It he 
heard that any or his poꝛe neighbours, were decrepit, 
92 deſtitute of meanes to foliow their pꝛofeſſions, he 
would ſupply their needes in one condition oz other, 
and not faile by his money to make wap foz their 
god intentions. Mherein he dealt no wozſe with 
them, then a Reuerend father dealt with a poꝛe kinl⸗ 
man otuis; who being ſolicited to aduance him: And 
he thereuppon inquiring, what courſe of life he fol- 


lowed, andrecetuing anſwere, that he was an Yuls- | 


bandman: Why then (quoth be) if his plough be bꝛo⸗ 


ken, J will repaireit, oꝛ rather then faile, beſtowanew | 
one vpon him, whereby he map goe on in his tourſe of 
life: Rut ſo to aduante him, as to make him idle, o? 


to foꝛſake his trade, oz condition, in which he wag 
bꝛought vp, that J meane not to doe. 

He was milde and gentle to all, and his purſe cuer 
open to ſuch as were petitioners vnto him fo his re⸗ 
liefe, ſo as he might iuſtly be compared to Titus, 2: 
nc minem vnquàm 4 ſe triſtem dimiſit. Such as were 
ſutoꝛs vnto him foꝛ ſuccour, did not at any time de- 
part from him without contentment, he diſmiſſed no 
man ſozrowfull foz lacke of ſucceſſe, no2 ſent any 
man from his pꝛeſente full ofgriefeo2 ſadnes, ſoꝛ want 
ok his helping hand, to giue eaſe and enlargement to 

their heauines. 

As he was deuonfly carefull to relieue both aged, 
and impotent old men, ſo was he alwaies religiouſly 
mindefull(as is afoꝛeſaid of the wel tuturing and god 
education al poꝛe, and indigent ſchollers, following

the example of a godly Patron, whoeffeemed Z-p:- 
tale ad ſuble uandam paupe: tatem, & Scholam, ad inſſ ru- 
endam iuuentutem, eſſe optima opera, que aliquis petuit 
eſficere. That an Hol pitall, to ſuſtaine the poore, and a 
Sclioole, to traine vp youth, were the worthieſt works 
that a mau could leaue behinde him. 

Inſomuch, as (led by theſe motiues) heœ left to the 
benefite of Poſteritie, an euerlaſting memoꝛie of his 
Saint- like minde in theſe behalfes „ Allowing ſir⸗ 
tene pounds a yeere fog euer, to Chriſts-Hoſpitall in 
London: to be imploped towards the vſe and main⸗ 
tenance of a Scholemaiſter, to traine vp and inſtruct 
tenne poung Schollers, in the knowledge and lear⸗ 
ning of Mulicke and Prickſong. 

Eighteene pounds a yeere,to be continued fo2 euer; 
fo2 the Examination Appꝛobation of certaine Schol⸗ 
lers peerely, out of the Free- ſchole of the Companie 
of Parchant taploꝛs in London. 

Twente pounds a pete foʒ euer, To the Priſons of 
Ludgate, Neugate, & the tro Counters. And certaine 
Fes and Allowances, to the Officers of Marchant⸗ 
tailozs-Hall, to remaine to perpetuitie: to ſc theſe 
things duely obſeryed,accozding to the purpoſe of his 
charitable and religious intention. | | 

All which he perfoꝛmed with ſuch Alacritie,that it 

anap bee ſaide of him, Merces eius copioſa e ſt in Cœli; 
His reward is very great in the Kingdome of Heauen, 

In the ſight of God, hee enioyeth the fulnes of all 
Felicitie, which neither eye hath ſeene, noz eare heard, 
no2 mans heart atchieued; Foz Reſurrettio immorta- 
liars pullulat frcundius, cum in pauperum auxilio ſeri- 
tur: The Reſurrection of immortalitie ſprings more 
fertillie, when it is ſowne in helpe of the diſtreſſed and 
needie. Andheliuinganddying(no doubt)a choſen.

glorie; Welcome I ſay, and thrice welcome: My good 
Iaylour, doe thine office quickly, and ſet my ſoule at 
libertie; Strike ſuecte Death, ſtrike my heart, I feare 
not thy ſtroke : Now it is done; Father into thy bleſſed 
hands I commend my Spirite : Into thy bleſſed handes I 
commend my Soule and my bodie. 
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
